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LEUTZE’S “SETTLEMENT OF MARYLAND.* 

The historical event may be referred to for the benefit of those whose his¬ 
tory has grown rusty—in which latter category by far too many of us are 
placed. Gov. Leonard Calvert, brother of Cecil Calvert, Lord Baltimore, 
to whom the grant of the territory now comprising the State of Maryland, 
had been made, landed in Virginia in 1634, and, after receiving the rude hos¬ 
pitalities of the Indians of the colony, proceeded by vessel to the mouth of 
the Potomac, the most southerly point of Maryland. They first landed on 
the island of St. Clement’s (now Heron Island), then advanced up the Po¬ 
tomac to nearly opposite Mount Vernon. The Governor, fearing to make a 
settlement so far up the river and consequently distant from the opportuni¬ 
ties for escape or relief afforded by the sea, returned to the South, and dis¬ 
covered three bays which they named St. George’s, St. Inigo’s and St. 
Mary’s. At the latter place the king of the tribe of the Yoacomicos re¬ 
ceived them with friendship, and sold to Calvert and his companions thirty 
miles square of land on either side the Bay. Before disembarking their 
goods, they erected a storehouse for protection and possible defence. When 
the storehouse was nearly finished, in April, 1634, the Governor and his 
suite formally disembarked and landed their goods with due ceremony, the 
red-cross being raised on a tree, salutes fired by the ships, the men drawn up 
on the shore, an altar of turf raised and mass celebrated by the priest who 
accompanied the expedition, with the ratification of the treaty before made, 
the exchange of presents, etc. 

It is this circumstance—virtually the “ settlement,” which the artist has 
happily seized ; and the picture has been painted after several personal 
visits to the neighborhood, and with due local fidelity. The central figure 
is Governor Leonard Calvert, accompanied on his right by his younger 
brother George. The two are shaking hands with two chiefs of noble pres¬ 
ence. Behind them one of the more richly attired nobles of the court ap¬ 
proaches, wearing the broad ribbon of an order on his breast. At the pic¬ 
ture right is the turf altar, tastefully decorated, with a large wooden cross 
behind it, and the priest lifting up his hands as if in benediction. In the 
extreme foreground, picture right, sits an old chief, in hawk plumage, stern 
and stolid. In the middle distance the flag is being hoisted on the top of a 
pole rudely lashed to the top of a tree. In the full foreground are Indian 
girls bringing presents, and game and fruit lie scattered around in rich 
abundance ; while behind, some of the English presents are seen. On the 
picture’s right, in the middle distance, a high bank rises, and the partially 
finished storehouse is seen upon it. In the distance the bay flashes, and the 
high banks stretch downward on either sid£ towards the Chesapeake, while 
the two vessels lie a little below, and the white smoke from one of the guns 
of the flag.ship is curling gracefully up. The hour, from the direction of 
the shadows, is afternoon.
